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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-52 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

• Inflammatory response related to: septic shock, toxic shock, sepsis, septicaemia, 
pancreatitis, appendicitis, meningitis, hepatic response to toxins or viruses, 
angiogenesis, psoriasis, neural protection, atherosclerosis, renal tubular necrosis, 
wound healing, traumatic injury/tissue trauma, surgery or burns/tissue trauma. 

• Activin or follistatin 

• Screening for the level of protein or screening for the level of gene expression 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The above species of inflammatory responses are known in 
the art. See for example, septicaemia, taught by Michel et al (Clinical Endrocinology, 
1998,48:413-417 cited IDS). Thus, the species of septicaemia lacks unity with the other species 
listed above. Further Michel et al teach a method of detecting a predisposition of the onset of an 
inflammatory response in a mammal comprising screening for the level of follistatin protein. 
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Thus, the species of follistatin and screening for levels of follistatin protein lacks unity with the 
other specie activin or screening for levels of gene expression, respectively. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
